Baillages (or Baillywicks.) The 21ft they arriv’d 
at Betzenbourg within 7 Leagues of this City, and 
they ate hourly expected in our Baillages, whence 
allthe People are retiring with their Cattle, Movables, 
and other Effects. The Troops of Lunenburgh are 
likewife in Motion ; and the Swedes in the Durchy 
of Bremen are to begin their March to Morrow, to 
come and joyn the Pruffians. The Approach of 


thefe Forcrs of the Circle of lower Saxony caufes a — 


great Confternation in this City ; the Number of 
Cannon on our Ramparts is increas’d, and 4 Com- 
panies of Burghers keep Guard, befides the Com- 
panics of regular Soldiers : But thefe Preparations 
will fignity little, becaufe we are not in a Conditi- 
on to make much Refiftance againft the Troops of 
the Circle which come only to reeftablifh our Quiet. 
The Authors of the Difturbances among the Bur- 
ghers, are like to be deliver’d up to the DireCtor of 
the Circle, unlefs they withdraw in Time, 

Froncfort, April 25. The Elector of Hanover is 
expected here the Beginning of nexc Month, and 
‘tis faid that a few Days after his Arrival General 
Count Thungen will go to the Bath ofEmbs. That 
General has caus’d the Troops to canton near the 
Lines, in fuch Manner, that in 24 Hours time they 
can joyn and form the Army. ’Tis talk’d another 
Army of 25 or 30000 Men will be form’d on the 
Mofelle under the Command of Prince Eugene, who 
with that Force will be able to favour the Enter- 
prizes of the Allies either in Brabant or on the Up- 
per-Rhine. The Enemy lye quier, not making the 
leaft Motion that might put us ia Pain for our Lines, 
where all is in a Readynefs to give them a good 
Reception. The States of Swabia are affembled at 
Ulm. General Gount d’Alefeld is taking a Review 
of the Danith Troops in Bavaria, which are to im- 
bark on the Danube for Hungary. The Advices 
from Aix in Provence of che 14th of this Month, 
which came by the Way of Swirzerland, fay, that 
the French had fer 15000 Pioneers at work on an 
Intrenchment along the River Var ; and that 20 Bat- 
tallions and 15 Squedrons of their Troops in Dau- 
phine had receiv'd Order to march towards the 
Franche Comte. 

Paris, April 27. The 22d Inftant at 7 a Clock 
at Night, the Queen Dowager of England, the pre- 
tended Prince of Wales, and the Princefs bis Sifter, 
came to Marli. The King receiv’'d them at the 
Foot of the Stairs, and led them ro the Apartment 
of the Dutchefs of Burgundy, where was Gaming, 
during which the Englith Princefs .made a Vific to 
the Princefs of Conti who was indifpos’d of a Cold.

The Court 
will not return from Marli to Verfailles till the sth 
of next Month, and their Journey to Fontaine-bleau 
is fix'd to the 15th. A Change among the Inten- 
dants is talk’d of ; particularly that i.de Sc. Coursis 
will be put into the Room of M.du Gue de Bagnols 
who is recall’d to Court from Flanders ; and thar 
M. de Bernage is to remove from the Intendancy of 
the Franche-Comre to that of the 3 Bifhopricks of 
Metz Toul and Verdun, bur ‘tis not faid yer who 
will fucceed him in the Franche-Comie. ’ ‘is re- 
ported, that the Coun: de Forbin has Orders to Sail 
without Delay with a new Squadron fitted out at 
Dunkirk.

Tournay, April 28. The French Troops are at 
prefent canton’d in the Country from above Ypres 
to this City. Men are kept conftantly at Work on 
the new Lines, and we are making fuch Preparati- 
ons for Defence here, as if we expected to be be- 
fieg’d.
